VILLA’S COMPLETE SCHEME. 

Officials of the American govern- 
ment have had an opportunity to ex- 
amine Villa's ‘emands, but no com- 
ment has been i.rthcoming from any 
one about them. The first point is 
exactly opposite from the programme 
which Carranza previously had an- 
nounced he would follow. The entire 
plan as given out by close friends of 
Villa shows that the fighting general 
has drafted a scheme with which the 
present Federal army and especially 
the generals now supporting the Car- 
bajal government are entirely in 
sympathy. 

Officials incidentally have been ad- 
vised that while the Federal army is 
evacuating Mexico City to allow a 
peaceful entry of Constitutionalists 
without subjecting non-combatants 
in the capital to the dangers of a bat- 
tle, the Federal forces, estimated at 
40,000, have not finally determined 
what to do. The Federals want guar- 
antees, and Gen. Velasco,. Minister of 
War to Carbajal, has intimated in an 
official communication to Carranza 
that if guarantees are not given and 
amnesty declared, a counter revolu- 
tion undoubtedly will follow and an 
effort be made to join forces with 


Villa. 

George C. Carothers, special agent 
of the State Department with Gen. 
Villa, has left here after many con- 
ferences with Secretary Pryan, and 
will resume his work of reporting to 
the American government on the ac- 


tivities of Villa.

WARBURG TO PLACE HIMSELF 
ABOVE SUSPICION. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Paul N. 
Warburg's testimony before the Senate 
banking committee, made public to- 
day revealed that as a member of the 
new Federal Reserve board, ‘he will 
divest himself of every financial in- 
terest, although not required by law 
to do so. 

“I am going to leave Kuhn, Loeb & 
Company, and I am going to leave my 
Hamburg firm,” Mr. Warburg told the 
committee. “I am going to leave 
every single corporation with which I 
am connected. More than that, I am 
going to leave every educational and 
philanthropic association with which I 
have been connected, because I think 
a man who is on that Federal Reserve 
board ought to be like Caesar’s wife; 
he ought to be above suspicion; he 
ought to be without any entangling al- 
ces.

Mr. Warburg told the committee 
that his chief purpose in becoming a 
naturalized American citizen in 1911 
was to bring about currency reform in 
this country. 

“If you are going to sever your 
banking connections and break the 
all off,” Senator Reed suggested, “it 
must be at a tremendous financial sac- 
rifice.” 

“A sacrifice, yea,” Mr. Warburg re- 
plied. “I think it will be a bigger sac- 
rifice than any of these gentlemen 
around the table ‘has any idea of. 
“When President Wilson asked me 
whether I would take this thing, and 
put it up to me in a very kind way, 
and asked whether I was willing to 
make the sacrifice, because he thought 
that I was the man for it, I felt that 
I had no right to decline and I would 
be glad to make the sacrifice, 

I think there is a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for bringing a great piece of 
constructive work in successful opera- 
tion and it appeals to me to do that.”

MIZZI HAJOS RUNS THE 
‘GAUNTLET OF WARFARE. 


EPARATED from her maid, dis- 


; the plight of relatives left de- 
hind, and surprised that her Father- 
land, Austro-Hungary, had kicked up 
such a fuss in Europe, Miss Mizzi 


W. Savage's musical comedy of that 
name, returned to New York yester- 
day aboard the Olympic, after a week 
of such expériences as can only hap- 
pen during war time. 

Miss Hajos is vitally interested in 
the whole trouble, first, because her 
parents and two brothers are now in 


the heart of the war zone, and second, 
because she is of that Hungarian tem- 
.Perament which is always patriotic. 
If she had ‘been a man it is certain 
she would have been a soldier, for 
her eyes glistened yesterday as she 
told of the adventures she had in 
reaching London and the giant liner 
that was to bring her to New York. 

“You see,“ said Miss Hajos, “every- 
body had. a terrible time trying to 
reach a steamer, so my experiences 
are only typical of what all endured. 
And comiitions must be very much 
worse now, for, even when I sailed 
last Friday there was little excitement 
in London and almost everybody de- 
lieved that the entire trouble would 
be samoothed out.

“And nobody ever dreamed, when 


traught through worriment over Austria and Servia first began to fight, 


that the war would be anything more 
than a few engagements, after which 
Servia would back down and the 
whole thing would be over. But it 
has turned out so very different. 
“My parents live in Budapest, and 


Hajos, the creator of Sari in Henry/1 was there on the Sunday that the 


Austrian Grand Duke was aseassinat- 
ed. The excitement was intense and 
I can recall vividly how a priest who 
had known me when I was a little 
girl came running to our home with 
the news and crying that it would 
shortly mean war. But nobody ever 
thought that it would set all of Eu- 
rope by the ears. 

“I left Budapest July 13 and went 
to Vienna and then to Carisbad, and 
it was at the latter place that my 
troubles began, for war seemed to 
sweep over the earth in a night and 
I found everyone struggling to get 
away. Soon after I reached Carlsbad 
I gave my maid permission to visit 
her parents in Munich, and that is 
the last I eaw of her, for she never 
was able to get to London, where I 
had arranged to meet her again. 

“My trip to London makes me shiv- 
er, for I was days in making f by 
automobile, carriage and such trains 
as I could get. I first left in a car, 
but after proceeding a few hours, 
the machine was held up every little 
ways by soldiers, who seemed to de 
everywhere. So I tried the trains, 
but they were all off schedule and 
would dump the passengers off at 
short distances. At one little station, 
the name of which I cannot remem- 
ber, I sat on my trunks for eight 
hours waiting for a train that never 
came and unable to get any One to 
take by baggage to a hotel, for the 
men were running around with guns 
and cared about nothing else but 
the war. 

GLAD TO GET ABOARD. 

“Then I took to a carriage, but the 
driver lost the way and I again fell 
back upon the trains, which, after I 
was worn out, finally landed me in 
London minus part of my baggage. I 


can't tell you how glad I was to get 
aboard the Olympic.” 

Miss Hajos then told of the trip 
across and said that many of the pas- 
sengers aboard were greatly scared at 
the wireless messages that came 
aboard telling of the involvement of 
the nations. A report spread about 
the liner, she said, that gunboats 
were convoying the Olympic and the 
passengers spent hours in trying to 
make them out on the horizon. On 
Monday night all lights were ordered 
out, she said, and the passengers 
were given their choice of doing with- 
out light or having the portholes in 
the cabins closed. Many of them, in- 
cluding herself, preferred to go with- 
out the light. 

Last night, as the Olympic neared 
these shores, someone aboard de- 
clared they detected the smell of gun- 
powder in the air and was sure that 
there had been an engagement de- 
tween German and English or French 
gunboats which were believed to be 
hanging off Sandy Hook. With the 
lights on thelr own steamer darkened 
and the expectancy of being captured 
or fired upon always in their mind, 
many of the women became very 
nervou~

SANTA BARBARA EXPECTING TO
